O.S.R. 533(E).—In exercise of the ptowers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Dest¬ 
ructive Insects and Pests Act, 1914 (2 of 1914), the 
Central Government hereby makes he following regu¬ 
lations further to amend the Import of Cotton into 
India Regulations, 1972, namely :— 

1.(1) These regulations may be called the Import 
of Cotton into India (Amendment! Regulations, 
1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette, 


2. In regulation 3 of the Import of Cotton into 
India Regulations, 1971, after sub-regulation (it), the 
following shall be inserted at the end, namely:— 

(iii) By Land except through Attari Railway Sta¬ 
tion for import of cotton only from Pakistan for a 
eriod of 6 months from the date of issue of this Noti- 
cation and unless the following gonditions are com¬ 
plied with, namely :— 

(a) On or before the departure of the train carry¬ 

ing a consignment of cotton from Pakistan, 
the consignee shall ascertain the number of 
the consignee shall ascertain the number of 
Attari Railway Station, the number of bales 
of cotton contained in the consignment and 
shall furnish this information to the Custom 
Authorities at Attari Railway Station and 
to the Quarantine Authorities, Directorate oi 
Plant Protection, Quarantine and Storage, 
Amritsar at least not less than 14 days in 
advance before the arrival of the train at 
Attari Railway Station, 

(b) On arrival at Attari Railway Station, the 
cotton shall be inspected and fumigated or 
otherwise disinfected by the Plant Protec¬ 
tion Adviser to the Government of India 
or any other person duly authorised by him 
in his behalf. 

(c) Prior to taking delivery of the cotton the 

importer shall pay to the Quarantine Autho¬ 
rities at Attari Railway Station a sum at the 
rate hereafter provided which shall cover the 
cost of inspection, fumigation jdisinfecta- 
tion. 

(d) The consignment shall be marked to exhi¬ 
bit the general nature and the quantity of 
the contents, the name and address of th* 
exporter or the agent forwarding the same 
and the address of the consignee and shah 
be accompanied by official Phytosanitary 
Certificate in the form and in the manner 
prescribed in the International Plant Protec¬ 
tion Convention of 1951. 

(e) The rates referred to in item (c) above be 

Rs. 40 per one thousand kg, as inspection 
fee and Rs. 6 for first 1,5 cubic metre and 
Rs. 2 for additional 1,5 cubic metre or part 
thereof as fumigation fee. 

(f) The minimum fee for inspection, fumigation 

of any cotton imported at any one time or a 
single goods |rail wagon shall be Rupees eight 
hundred and forty four, and when such 
minimum fee is leviabe it shall, if there fe 
more than one consignee be distributed 
among the cansignec in proportion to the 
amount of their respective consignments.
